O .nsump- 
tion is not a product of the Stute and if 
imported cannot long withstand the puiP, 
invigorating atmosphere, wbioa is more 
destructive to the bucilli of that dreaded 
disease than Profe«!or Kock's bacteria 
destroyer. This, with the fact that no 
dangerous malaiial diseases are engend- 
ered in the State, and that contagious 
diseases, such as seal licina and diphtheria 
ore nover epidemic and rarely 
fatal, 


ought to be sufficient if generally known 
to induce EiStern people to settle ID Ne- 
vada. 
Cyclones, which devastate com- 


munities in the Mississippi Valley instan- 
taneously, are u n k n o w n , as art- also de- 
structive floods, which, in many

FINANCES. 


Tho report of tho County Auditor for 


the ijimiter year ending December 31, 
1802, is published in the JOURNAL. 
It 


shows that the cush in the troaauiySep 
tember 30, was §31,388 24, and the re- 
cuipts for tire qn irtcr $132,974 66, tnak 
iuga total of $144,303 90. 


The expenditures for t h e q u n i t o r were 


$100,623 07, leaving a balinco ot $4. 
940 83 in the treasury at date of the re- 
port. 
Of the cxpendituifs $4*3,903 96, 


went to the State for t,i\es, including the 
horizontal raise, $11,834 02 to the gen- 
eral fund of the county, $12,704 to the 
general rotid fund, and $8,737 60 to the 
several school funds. 


The liabilities aie $19.097 09, of which 


$10,000 are bridge aud Agricultural So- 
ciety bonds, not yet mutuied, and $8, 
511 01 ou the general road fund, leaving 
a balance in tho treasury over all l i a b i l i - 
ties of 
$24,243 74. 
Of the $10,000 


bridge and tigi i c u l t u i al bonds only $3,000 
ore payable annually. 


For the corresponding quarter of 1891, 


that is from September 30 to December 
31, the receipts, including cash—$18,- 
930 48—in the treasury September 30, 
•wcio $129,870 80, nud the disbursements 
$88,481 23, of which §43,280 01 was for 
Stuto taxes, leaving a balance of $41,- 
389 04 in the treasury January 1, 1892, 
with liabilities ol $19,132 51, or $504 58 
less than at date ot present report.

1891 the receipts from taxes were $103,-

The Silver Aeitatlou Increasing. 


WASHINGTON, Jau 9.—The House Com- 


mittee on Banking and Curreuoy to-day by 
a decisive vote pushed the AndrfW Bank- 
ing and Bullion Prtiobase Repeal bill, to- 
gether with the Gate amendment for tbe 
ooinnge of tbe silver bullion DOW in the 
Treasury through tbo oommictee and ot- 
dert-d a nport to tbe House. 


This was done in parsaanoe of the plan 


of tbe opponents of tbe Sherman Silver 
law to Ret a repeal of the Bullion Act on 
tne calendar at the earliest possible mo- 
ment in order to work oat practical legisla 
tion at this s-fsiou if possible.

Watchmakers Say That Sudden Changes 


of Weather Arn Daneerous to Those 
Uncertain Pieces of Mechanism — Maln- 
Hprlngs In Expensive Watches. 
"Mainsprings ore very much like peo- 


ple," said a Broadway watchmaker the 
other clay. "They are as susceptible to 
extreme degrees of heat and cold aa 
human beings. "When the thermometer 
is hovering around the freezing point or 
dancing away tip in the nineties the lit- 
tle mainspring will give up in disgust 
and uncoil itself and die, just aa men 
succumb to freezing or sunstroke." 


This uncertain piece of mechanism ia 


supposed to be adjusted to inoet the 
various degrees of temperature, but 
when the change is very great and 
comes with short notice there is nothing 
that 'can prevent them from snapping. 
They are made in Switzerland of the j 
very finest quality of steel, absolutely 
flawless. Very often the watchmaker 
can detect a bad spring before putting 
it in the watch, either by its color ot 
the softness of its spring. These have 
been too highly tempered in the making, 
and instead of being subjected to merely 
a red heat the tire has been brought to 
white heat, thus weakening the strength 
of the metal. The finest watches that are 
handled by reliable dealers are put 
through a "cooking and freezing" proc- 
ess before they are sold, for the purpose 
of testing their reliability in all temper- 
atures. 


The watch is first placed in a little 


metal box, which is made airtight. 
Then a strong gas flame is turned on 
the under surface of the box and is kept 
there for two or three hours, so that the 
watch is so hot at the end of that time 
that it could not be touched with tha 
bare hand. From this it is immedi- 
ately taken and put into another me- 
tallic box which is buried in ice. There 
the costly watch is allowed to freeze 
for an equal length of time, when its 
torture ceases and the examination is 
made. If during this excessive test the 
watch appears to have ticked merrily 
on without deviating a fractional part 
of a socond it ia placed back in the case 
nnd marked "guaranteed for two years. 
The mainspring ia the first piece of 
mechanism that succumbs to the test. 
It it survives nothing else need be feared. 


Mainsprings aro, however, about the 


only part of a watch that the jeweler 
cannot successfully diagnose. They can 
guarantee any of the numberless little 
whoels> 01- pi\ ots or balances that go to 
miko up the anatomy of the watch, but 
the mainspring has as yet baffled the 
most skilled makers of watches of all 
countries. It is not so much the severe 
extremes of tho weather that prove fatal 
to the spring as it is tho process of 
changing f roiu hot to cold, or vice versa 
Like the human fra,me, if the ribbonlike 
little coil of steel can withstand the ef- 
fects of this change it may be considered 
proof against breaking when the change 
to normal weather comes. 


ilany people who have been possessors 


of new watches but a short time come 
into the dealer's with blood in their eyes, 
declaring that they have paid an enor- 
mous price for the timepiece and the 
mainfcpring has broken after only a 
week's use. 


"Thai is nothing," remarked the jewel- 


er. "We have them snap in our case 
before the watch has ever been shown 
for tale." Others imagine that thej 
might have •wound the watch too tight 
but this does not harm it. It is rather 
tho jerky, hurried winding that will 
eventually tell on the temper of the 
metal. Every good stem winder has a 
stop placed in the stem, which prevents 
tho winding too tight. 


Damp weather has an ill effect on 


tnauispiings, and in England they do 
not as a rule labt as long as in this coun- 
try. 
A severe thunder and lightning 


storm also frequently proves disastioua 
to the durability of the spring. A dealer 
who took in seventy -nine watches on one 
day said that ono summer on a day im- 
tiK'diatoly following a, terrific electrical 
storm Ihero were twenty-one watches 
brought into his store within five hour, 
for1 new mainsprings The cost of n new 
mainspring is the small part of making 
such repair. It is the putting them in, 
the labor expended, that costs. It costs 
from twelve to fifteen dollars to ptit a 
mainspring in the Jurgensen watch and 
a httlo less in a Patek Philhppe, while 
in a cheaper American make it may 
cost only fifty cents or a dollar, 


A man purchased a $300 Jurgensen 


from a leading dealer several years ago 
and shortly after he left for a tour 
around the world. He was gone a year 
and when he returned he went back to 
tho dealer with his watch and com 
plained: "Here's a watch I paid you 
$300 for a year ago, and while I was 
traveling abroad it lost two minutes 
You guaranteed it, and I want you to 
make it good." The watch was placec 
in tho window with this card be 
side it:
